40,000 acres in Jefferson County 
says county road engineers, E. W. 
RoBards, and should have been 
started early this spring. 

"We began our efforts to pur- 
chase these drag lines last win- 
ter," says RoBards, when govern- 
ment groups had first priorities. 
We were unsuccessful. At the first 
of this year, veterans were given 
first priorities on equipment 
which included trucks bulldozers, 
road graders, mowing machines, 
tractors, oil distributors and other 
pieces of machinery that the 
county needs. This encouraged us 
to believe that the W.A.A. was 
ready to let this equipment move 
in the channels indicated by its 
notices. 

"However, regardless of letters, 
telegrams, and visits to govern- 
ment departments in a continuous 
stream we have been unable to 
secure any of the equipment 
needed from any sources except 
one new truck tractor that we 
secured through a private dealer 
at a saving of $1,800 from the list 
price. This was a lucky break." 

That one truck tractor has little

cared for, fast becoming fit only 
for junk metal while the Jeffer- 
son County Road Department is 
unable to purchase at a price of 
$22,000 each, two such pieces of 
equipment that will increase the 
value, productiveness and useful- 
ness of 40,000 acres of Jefferson 
County land. 

"We have no quarrel with the 
fact that the veteran is given the 
first chance on this material," 
said RoBards, "if he is actually 
getting that opportunity, which 
we have reason to doubt. Trac- 
tors, trucks, mowing machines, 
graders, anything he can use in 
establishing himself in security 
should go to him first; however, 
we do not believe many veterans 
are interested in buying $22,000 
drag lines and that there is some- 
thing wrong with the machinery 
of surplus disposal when the 
county waits months to secure 
such equipment which is needed 
for the public welfare."

practice of home-meat production. 
In other words he would have 
about every farmer raise a few 
hogs, a calf or two, some lambs 
and a lot of chickens for his own 
table. 

"The farmer who does this will 
have the satisfaction of having 
meat on the table every day, 
while town people may be finding 
it difficult to buy any meat at 
all," said Sellards. 

Since pork is such a good food, 
and can be made into so many 
kinds of products, and cures so 
well, Sellards puts first emphasis 
on more hogs for home-meat sup- 
plies. While grain is desirable to 
feed hogs, they can be raised on 
a variety of feeds, including al- 
falfa and clover, milk, buttermilk 
and waste scraps from the kitchen. 
Hogs allowed to run about the 
place may pick up a large part of 
their living, Sellards pointed out. 

It was suggested that farmers 
form meat rings to provide a sup- 
ply of fresh meat. Each member 
of a ring furnishes a fat animal 
to be slaughtered at a time mutu- 
ally agreeable to all, and the 
carcass divided among all mem- 
bers. 

Whatever the method used to 
provide more home meat, Sellards 
believes that farmers as well as 
many families in small towns 
might well consider producing 
mOre of their own meat just at 
this time.

spring, but rotenone will stop it 
Another reason may be the di- 
sease, yellows, not severe enough 
to show in the spring when soil 
moisture is abundant, but more 
serious during the dry season. 

Many gardeners have learned 
that they can grow late cabbage 
successfully by using the disease- 
resistant sort, Wisconsin All Sea- 
sons, sowing two or three seeds 
in a hill, then thinning to one 
seedling where the heads are to 
stand. In this way the hazard of 
hot and dry transplanting is re- 
moved. 

Another hazard at this time is 
the fleabeetle, but prompt spray- 
ing or dusting with rotenone re- 
moves it. Sowing time is nor- 
mally mid- June, but even July 15 
is not too late if these precautions 
are taken. 

Where the hills are to be, 
make a hole large enough to hold 
a pint of water. After the water 
has settled, fill again with water, 
and when it has settled, fill with 
sifted soil. Sow the seed and 
cover it with a half-inch of sifted 
soil, then shade with a bit of 
shingle or a cone of newspaper 
until the seedlings emerge. 

The last second garden crop of 
any importance is beets, replac- 
ing the early ones which become 
woody and unpalatable by fall. 
Sowing time is late June. 

The larger beets can be stored 
in boxes of earth in a cellar or 
buried in pits, and the smaller 
ones canned. Turnip-shaped sorts 
are best, and of these Detroit 
Dark Red is the most popular. 

Sometimes the seedlings need 
a bit of protection, such as rote- 
none and cryolite dust or spray, 
against the fleabeetle.

Attorney Ewing L. Hardy, re- 
presenting C. E. McNeal of Plain- 
view Drive, appeared before the 
Court to protest' the change of the 
name to Plainview Drive from 
Hurstbourne Lane. The matter 
was referred to County Attorney 
Steinfeld. 

Clarence Beck, a resident of 
Blue Lick Road and Preston High- 
way, appeared to protest the lack 
of rip-rap on the walls of the 
county ditch in front of his home, 
which resulted in the periodic 
caving in and filling of the ditch 
to the detriment of the proper 
run-off. The matter was referred 
to county Road Engineer RoBards. 

It was decided by the Court to 
construct a spur track on the 
Southern Railroad line at the 
County Yard in the Second Dis- 
trict on Newberg Road and also 
to arrange for the storage of coal 
which could be bought in carload 
lots for county use and thus save 
some four or five thousand dollars 
a year. 

A letter signed by Floyd E. 
Korb on Spring Hill Road and 
Meridian Avene, complained about 
a bad drainage condition in a 
ditch on private property near his 
home which ditch needs to be 
used to take off sewage waste. 
Mr. Korb has been told several 
times in the past that the county 
has no jurisdiction and he was re- 
ferred to the new St. Matthews 
Sewer District Commissioners for 
a solution of his trouble. 

County Attorney Steinfeld re- 
ported that Leo Wolfort of the 
Citizens Bank has indicated that 
all money the county needs will 
be lent on a three year basis for 
the purchase of the automobiles, 
trucks, fire equipment, road equip- 
ment, etc., at interest of about 
three per cent. This was mighty 
^ood news to the other court mem- 
Ders because of the serious diffi- 
culties encountered trying to bal- 
ance the budget. Mr. Steinfeld 
was ordered to work with Mr. 
Wolfort to arrange all the neces- 
sary legal papers in the matter. 

The new depository for county 
funds (the Lincoln Bank and 
Trust Company), doesn't want to 
put up $200,000 in Government 
security as surety for county funds 
even though the other large banks 
in Louisville have done this for 
years as a gesture of goodwill and 
performance. The county always 
has in the neighborhood of one 
million dollars on hand and it was 
felt that $200,000 was small 
enough guarantee even though 
there was no State statute in set- 
ting this up. It was decided that 
even though the Lincoln Bank 
and Trust Company was the next 
on the list in the rotating ar- 
rangement, the next bank would 
be taken as the depository for 
1946-7, who would subscribe to 
the idea of putting up the guar- 
antee. 

The county patrolman who was 
injured recently in the automo- 
bile mishap will be kept on the 
payroll while he is in the hos- 
pital, but he must refund his com- 
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pensation money to the county. 
Mr. Alex Johnson, representing 
the insurance company, suggested 
this manner of handling the situ- 
ation to reduce the county's lia- 
bility cost. 

Also a policy on all the new 
voting machines will be taken to 
cover all types of possible damage 
to these machines, whether while 
in storage, in transit, or in use. 

Court adjourned at 3 o'clock.
